If not ‘‘kid­ 
ney trouble,” w hat then ? Well— are the arteries hardened ? Or, 
is there evidence of a chronic liver derangement? IIow about 
tli 
spleen, the largest of the ductless glands? Is there any focus 
o; infection by harmful germ s? W h at of the elimination by 
liGwcl and kidneys? Is the colon functioning? The heart? The 
voluntary and sympathetic nervous system s? Lastly, the blood- 
condition as to viscosity, and its power to properly feed the 
m uscular system , which includes the heart itself. Diet? Reg­ 
ulate it according to need, not routine. 
W e are progressing—slowly, it may be—and thoughtful 
patients certainly aid the physician.

What 
a prescription that is! Unfailing in results too. 
A contented life 
is a happy life. It’s wise to work while the sun shi^s, for the rainy 
day is quite certain to come. But there is no sense in tearing one’s 
system down in a struggle for so-called happiness, which is after 
all illusory in many cases; simple contentment will turn the trick 
quicker and better than a cart-load of bromide.
